WHEREAS, the Town Board of the Town of Alden is considering an application, by
Dennis W. Wagner, Executor of the Estate of Dorothy M. Wagner, for the minor
subdivision of two (2) lots, each measuring 150 feet by 300 feet from an existing 8.06
acre vacant lot; both proposed lots are on Zoeller Road, in the Town of Alden, further
identified by SBL#96.00-2-25 (The “Proposed Action™) and

WHEREAS, the Town Board of the Town of Alden has determined that the Proposed
Action isan Unlisted Action under SEQRA but has determined that it is in the public
interest to conduct a coordinated review; and

WHEREAS, the Town Board of the Town of Alden believes that the Town of Alden is;
the agency primarily responsible for undertaking decisions as to a minor subdivision; is
the agency with the broadest governmental powers for investigating the impact of the
Proposed Action; and has the greatest capacity for providing the most thorough
environmental assessment of the Proposed Action; and is the most local agent with
permitting authority;

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED AS FOLLOWS,

1. The Town Board has determined that the proposed minor subdivision is an Unlisted
Action under SEQRA but that a coordinated review should be conducted.

2. Town Board has determined that it should be the Lead Agency for all environmental
review of the minor subdivision application.

3. The Town Building Inspector is directed to provide notice to the Erie County Division
of Planning, for the Proposed Action, as required under Section 239-m of the General
Municipa Law.

4. Thisresolution shall take effect immediately.

The above resolution was duly put to aroll call vote at aregular meeting of the Town
Board of the Town of Alden on October 3, 2005 and was unanimously adopted.

WHEREAS, Richard A. Savage, Budget Officer of the Town of Alden on September 12,
2005 duly filed the tentative budget of said Town for the fiscal year beginning January 1,
2006 with the Town Clerk of said Town; and

WHEREAS, the Town Clerk of the Town of Alden duly presented said Tentative Budget
to the Town Board on September 12, 2005;

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED

1. That the tentative budget is hereby approved with changes as and shall become the
Preliminary Budget of the Town of Alden for the fiscal year beginning January 1, 2006;

2. That said Preliminary Budget shall be filed in the Office of the Town Clerk of the
Town of Alden, 3311 Wende Road, Alden, New Y ork, 14004 and be made available by
her to the public for inspection during the regular business hours of the Town Clerk’s
Office;



3. That a Public Hearing on the Preliminary Budget of the Town of Alden for the year
2006 be held by the Alden Town Board at the Alden Town Hall, 3311 Wende Road,
Alden, New Y ork on November 7, 2005 at 7:45 P.M. Loca Time;

4. That the necessary Notice of Public Hearing upon the Preliminary Budget, as required
by Section 108 of the Town Law of the State of New Y ork be published in the Alden
Advertiser, the official newspaper of the Town of Alden, and be posted on the Town
Bulletin Board, which Notice shall be in the form attached hereto and made a part hereof;
and

5. This Resolution shall take immediately.

The adoption of the foregoing resolution was duly put to a vote on October 3, 2005 and
was unanimously adopted.

THE FOLLOWING RESOLUTION WAS OFFERED BY SUPERVISOR SAVAGE
WHO MOVED ITSADOPTION, SECONDED BY COUNCILMAN SNYDER TO
WIT;

WHEREAS, the Town Board, on behalf of all Special Districts and Special
Improvements Districts, upon which the cost of maintenance is required by law to be
apportioned and assessed in proportion, to the amount of the benefits conferred has duly
prepared detailed estimates in writing of the anticipated revenue and expenditures for
such districts to determine the amount of money required to meet the expense of
maintaining same; and

WHEREAS, the Town Board has assessed the amount of said estimates on several lots
against which the expense of the Improvement was charged in proportion to the amount
of benefit conferred; and

WHEREAS, Assessment Rolls were duly prepared according to law and said Assessment
Rolls were duly filed in the Office of the Town Clerk

NOW THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED;

1. That a Public Hearing is hereby called and shall be held on November 7, 2005 at 8:00
PM Loca Time, at the Town Hall, 3311 Wende Road, Alden, New Y ork, at which time
and place this Town Board will meet to consider the aforementioned Special District
Budget for the Y ear 2006 and to hear all persons interested in the subject matter thereof,
and concerning the same;

2. That aNotice of said Public Hearing be published in the Alden and posted on the
Town of Alden Board which Notice shall be in the form attached hereto and made a part
hereof; and

3. This Resolution shall take effect immediately. The foregoing Resolution was duly put
to a vote on October 3, 2005 and was unanimously adopted.

Councilman Cole moved and Councilman Snyder seconded the Motion authorizing the
Supervisor to make the necessary monthly Budget Transfers. Unanimously carried.

THE FOLLOWING RESOLUTION WAS OFFERED BY COUNCILMAN LORENZ|
WHO MOVED ITSADOPTION, SECONDED BY COUNCILMAN COLE TOWIT:

RESOLVED, that Richard A. Savage as Supervisor of the Town of Alden, or such
person’s successor in office, is hereby authorized and directed to file an application for
50% matching funds in an amount not to exceed $3,500, and upon approval of said
reguest to enter into and execute a project agreement with the New Y ork State
Department of Environmental Conservation for such financial assistance to this
municipality for the Town of Alden 2006 Tree Planting Program.



This Resolution shall take effect immediately. Upon Roll Call vote the foregoing
Resolution was unanimously adopted.
